ABOUT BANDAGES. 


The rule covering ban is not 
very explicit. Nothing ut soft 
bandages should be allowed and 


then only two or three layera 
have seen hard bandages that were 
almost as hard as a knuckle Guster 
worn by fighters. Give none of them 
the chance to pull any such unfair 
methods, 

The manner of scoring points is 
very good, except for aggressive- 
ness. It should always be remem- 
bered that the game is one of the 
“art of \self-defense.” Placing «a 
premium upon aggressiveness is 
taking too much away from the 
real art of boxing. Any boxer who 
knows the rules, knows that if he 
is being outpointed, he must speed 
up to off-set and beat his opponent 
out on points. Our most wonderful 
boxers have been defensive boxers, 
What about Jim Corbett, Joe Gans, 
Tommy Ryan and many of that 
class? Their defensive work was 
their best attack, and no man can 
say they ever loafed in a contest. By 
their skill and knowledge of feint- 
ing, they usually made the other 
fellow lead, then beat him to the

vent loafing and stalling. But the 
surest and quickest cure for this is 
to immediately throw the man out 
who is stalling, put him on the sus- 
pended list for a while and if he 
repeats the tricks, expel him from 
the game. These fellows are not 
doing the game or themselves any 


The rules require the referee to 
forcibly break the men when one 
or both refuse to break at his com- 
mand. The referee should not at any 
time be compelled to physical 
force to break the boxers A few 
disqualifications for this offiense are 
the surest cure. A partial referee 
could make things very bad for a 
boxer in the breaks if allowed to 
place his hands on the contestants. 


BAN SLOW COUNT. 


The rules also call for the referee 
to count off the seconds. This is 
a mistake. There should be a 
eeparate time-keeper for this pur- 
pose alone, to call off the ten sec- 
onds with a stop watch. How many 
times have we all seen a referee give 
a siow count? Slow counts have 
deprived many boxers of a victory. 
Make everything as sure as possibile. 

The rule permitting the referee 
to stop the count until] the man on 
his feet returns to his corner 
while the other is down, is a good 
one as iar as it. goes. But what 
clever boxer would be foolish 
enough to stand over a man (after 


will be! he had knocked him down) waiting 


with clenched fist to knock him 
out as soon as he arose and at the 
same time expect the man to get 
right up to take another punch in 
the jaw? Only the boneheads pull 
that. The clever fellow would get 
himself out of sight es soon as 
possible. If the man down is 
badly hurt he will immediately try 
to arise if he is game. If he is only 
partly dazed, he will take his time 
and if he is a quitter he will in- 
variably stay down. A separate 
time-Keeper to count the onds 
would give the referee time and the 
freedom to handle such matters 
when they occur. 

The rules as a whole are @ 
splendid set and should, with these 
few points properly covered, be 
copied and used by every boxing 
commission in the country. 

The New York boxing commission 
should be highly commended for 
its splendid work and will be 
backed by every fair-minded sport- 
ing man in the country. All hail 
to them!

C=CIL DE MILLE TO TAKE Two 
MONTHS’ TRIP.

Telegraph dispatch from Vienna 
today stated that a report has been 
received there of the death of Lud- 
wig III, former King of Bavaria, at 
Sarvara Castle in Hungary. Owing 
to the Burgenland trouble in Hun- 
gary, telegraphing is virtually sus- 
pended from the country, and it is 
dimficult to obtain authoritative in- 
formation of events there. 

A Reuter dispatch from Budapest 
says Ludwig died today. 


Ludwig III, a picturesque figure 
in Europe for three-quarters of a 
century, renounced his throne as 
King of Bavaria on Nov. 16, 1916, 
having held it three years. His 
wife, Marie Theresa, who was 
Princess Royal of Hungary and 
Bohemia, died the same day. 

After his abdication Ludwig fied 
to Switzerland and later to the Aus- 
trian Tyrol with other royal mem- 
bers of his household. In March, 
1919, he received permiagion of the 
Swiss government to reside at Zis- 
ers, and thither he went. He re- 


verely {ll and several times was re- 
ported dead.

Advance copies of the Financia! 
and Business Summary issued 
monthly by the Citizens’ National 
Bank indicate that questionnaires 
retarned from fifty important cen- 
ters of the United States show that 
seven of them call wholesale trade 
| Sood, forty say it is fair, and three 
poor. Of retail trade none class 
it as good, but forty-two say that 
it ig fair and eight name it quiet. 
Comparing this summary with the 
one of July 1, an improvement is 
registered. At that time wholesale 
trade was called good by one, fair 
by twenty-two, and quiet by seven- 
teen. 

The forecaster finds that we have 
entered a new business cycle 
marked by improvement“in agri- 
culture districts pointing towards a 
higher average price for agricul- 
tural products than is now regis- 
tered, prospective industrial activity, 
and a clarifying and development 
of the manufacturing situation. 

In the light of these findings, and 

membering that the physical 
volume of manufacturing ig at low 
(ebb ‘in most parts of the country, 
we may expect industrial activity 
to respond to the stimulus of better 
trade factors. A usually reliable 
barometer is found in the 'mprove- 
thent of pig iron production, the 
stiffening of ite price, and a lower- 
ing of the rediscount rate of the 
Federal \Reserve System. This com- 
bination is usually indicative of a 
new businesg dispensation. 

INVESTMENT SITUATION. 


- With the exception of Liberty 
Bonds, whieh have developed 
marked strength, the investment 
market has remained practically 
stationary for the past month. 
Whereas the lowering of interest 
rates exerted a favorable influence 
on prices, there were other elements 
active enough to offset this advan- 
tage for the. time being. Foremost 
among these other influences was 
the fact that there was a very 
great increase in new domestic 
financing during the month, as wel! 
ag important foreign loan flotations 
in this country, which served to 
absorb a large volume capital. 

The investment mark« ill prob- 
time. ina 
condition sensitive to many factors. 
and consequently subject to minor 
fluctuations. The buyer should not 
place undue weight on these move- 
ments, and inasmuch as they are 
absolutely unpredictable, cannot 
afford to hesitate when the oppor- 
tunity arises, to purchase particu- 
larly attractive securities, 
of 
larger banking and financial insti- 
tutions, and of the nature of new 
financing at present, reveals the 
fact that we are past the point of 
greatest stress in the financing of 
industry. While there are still too 
many establishments throughout 
the country hard-pressed for money, 
the great majority of industries are 
now in a position to either carry on 
without long-term loans, or at least 
to bargain for advantageous terms. 
We are definitely passing out of the 
period of necessity financing, and 
into the next phase of the cycle, in 
which financing is for the purpose 
of actual industrial advance and 
construction. 

Similarly, the investor's psychol- 
ogy has changed to the extent 
that he now seeks to secure jong- 
term securities to build up his in- 
come over a definite future period. 
rather than being eager to avail 
himself of a high yield for’ the im- 
mediate future. From now on 
there will be evident a _ strong 
tendency to retire bonds bearing 
high interest rates, amd to refund 
them on a less expensive basis, as 
the opportunity arises. It is still 
possible for the. investor to shift 
such holdings into longer-term ob- 
ligations to his advantage. The

entering. It is evident, however.

Exports of the United States to 
Mexico continue to show remarkable 
increases despite the reduction in 
our imports from that country. The 


value of our exports to Mexico, says 


the Trade Record ef the National 
City Bank of New York, shows an in- |

months of 1921, for which we now 
have figures, as compared with the 
corresponding months of last year, | 
while the value of the imports '

In spite of attempted arson and per- 
sonal humiliations, the inventor per- 
severed and in the year 1799, with 
the financial help of Frederick WHil- 
liam III, the first beet Yactory of 
the world’s history was established 
in Silesia. This was followed within 
a Year or two by construction of 
several experimental] stations 
France. 


INFLUENCE OF NAPOLEON. 


A decade later came the Napo- 
leonic wars, the blocking of 
European ports and the cutting off 
of the cane sugat supply. The price 
of sugar rose to the prohibitive 
price of thirty cents a pound and at 
times even higher. Bonaparte, 
aroused to the situation, drafted 
students from the medical and 
chemical schools and assigned them 
to the task of studying the manu- 
facture of beet sugar. He com- 
pelled the cultivation of large 
acreage of beets, and offered lib- 
eral bonuses for the development 
of beet.crops. 

These government edicts and aids, 
together with e high prices for 
the finished product, stimulated the 
industry to great activity. In 1812 
there were 16,7538 acres planted to 
beets. These acres produced 98,813 
tons of roots, and in the forty-odd 


.| factories which were in operationy 


more than 3,300,000 pounds of 
sugar were manufactured. The 


Supplies | boom subsided with the crushing of 


Napoleon, and within a few years 
thereafter the industry dwindled to 
but one’ or two factories. The plant- 
ing of beet roots gave way to 
corn, oats, etc., and was not re- 
vived for twenty-eight years, not 
until the prices of corn fell to such 
a point that in desperation § the 
farmers reverted to the culture of 
beets. 

The crippled industry fell to in- 
significance in all countries save 
Germany, which by wise legislation 
encouraged the production of beet 
sugar. The German laws aimed at 
revenue for the government, not by 
arbitrarily snatching a part of the

The business in Germany grew 
and prospered. The percentage of 
sugar recovery increased from six 
per cent to eight per cent and then 
up to eleven per cent and even 
twelve and one-half per cent.

000, and of Russia 250.000 tons.

The third entrants into the beet 
suger business were the Oxnard 
brothers. They erected factories at 
Chino, in California, and at Grand 
Island, in Nebraska. Later, one of 
these pioneers, Henry T. Oxnard, or- 
ganized the Beet Sugar Manufac- 
turers’ Associatfon, and this man for 
years has been a leading spirit of 
the industry. The Oxnard projects 
were followed by the Great West- 
ern Beet Sugar Company of Colo- 
rado, which today is one of the larg- 
est producers of the country. Then 
the Mormon church became ‘inter- 
ested, and developed huge acreage 
of Utah and Idaho by the culture 
of beets. Finally, the industry took 
root in Michigan, in Wisconsig, in 
Ohio, and many other localities. 

Thus was the beet enterprise 
adopted by the ploneers ef Amer- 
ica's great West, and now the busi- 
ness has developed into formidable 
competition for the former monop- 
olistic business of the cane pro- 
ducers.

County Denies Assertions of 
Marblehead Company. 


Case to Come Up Today for 
Hearing on Merits. 


No Effort Made to Travel on 
Malibu Highway. 


An answer to the complaint and 
supplemental complaint of the coun- 
ty in the action brought by the 
Marblehead Land Company, involv- 
ing opening of a public road through 
the Malibu ranch, was filed in the 
aes States District Gourt yester- 


Under the stipulation reached in 
Jude Trippet’s court Saturday, the 
case will come up this morning on 
its merite, when the right of the 
county to construct the road, under 
authority of the interlocutory judg- 
ment signed by Superior Ju Me- 
Cormick on Feb 11, 1919, will be 
threshed out. In the meantime, there 
is no effort e by the coun- 
ty to have the thoroughfare open 
to public travel, and the situation 
in that regard remains in status quo 
until the final 4 of the 
issues involved. 

The answer denies catagorically 
that any irreparable damage will 
result to the plaintiffs unless the 
county .is restrained opening 
th ; that there ia any public 
road in Ventura couty upon or across 
the land within ten miles of the 
northwest termination of the Malibu 
ranch; and that any estimate made 
by the road department in 1916, for 
the construction of a twenty-two- 


foot road 

i and excavation 3.60, 
piping $26,364.40, head walls $1571, 
bri $86,360 and fencing $2880, a 
total eost of $188,627.90. 

It ia denied further that the ecoun- 
ty has fot eonstructed a highway 
in the manner described in the final 
decree in the order of the condéemna- 
tion; that the oecupation of the road 
will be in the nature of a tres- 
pass, and that the Board of Super- 
visors had notice of the restraining 
order issued by Judge Trippet. 

It is declared that the Marbdle- 
head Land Company is a corpora- 
tion of the State of Delaware, made 
up of the stockholders in the Rindge 
Company for the express purpose of 
prosecuting the suit in the United 
States District Court. There is also 
a Genial of the assertion that a 
public’ highway has exist on the 
land since April 22, 191%, with a 
history of the litigation that re-

YORKSHIRE PUDDING. 

The hotels here are run on the 
English style and all the menus 
have . man distinctive EXnglish 
dishes on them. One of the most 
noticeable is the Yorkshire pudding 
which is always served with the 
roast of beef. The chef at our hotel 
very kindly gave me his recipe. 
Place in a bow! two-thirds of a cup 
of flour sifted with a pinch of salt, 
make a well or hole in the center 
and break into it two eggs, stir grad- 
ually, mixing in the flour from the 
sides, add from two cups of milk 
enough to make a smooth thick bat- 
ter. Beat well for ten minutes and 
add the remainder of the two cups 
of milk. Let stand for one hour. 
When ready to use cover the bot- 
tom of a shallow pudding pan with 
a thin layer of drippings from the 
roast; while the pan and drippings 
are getting hot in the oven give the 
batter another good beating. Bake 
in a hot oven and brush with roast 
gravy before serving. Yorkshire pud- 
ding is bak in the old country in 
front of thé fire; when bak in 
the oven the people call it batter 
pudding. 

The hotel supplies a delicious 
rhubarb jam with the muffins for 
tea, which is served here between 
4 and 5 o'clock every afternoon. 
This jam is made in the hotel kitch- 
en and the recipe calls for one pound 
of sugar to each p@und of rhubarb 
that has been well washed, the 
stringy outer part removed and cut 
in pieces, and half a teaspoon of 
ground ginger and the grated rind 
of half a lemon. Put in a preserv- 
ing kettle and bring slowly to a boil 
then add half a pound of seeded 
raisins and allow to simmer, stirring 
occasionally until the jam sets when 
tested on a cold plate. Pour into 
small jam pots, cover tight and 
store in a coo], dry place. 

LEMON MARMALADB. 

Lemon marmalade is made here 
in a way that is new to me. Place 
the required amount of lemons in 
a preserving kettle, cover them with 
cold water and bring to a boil and 
boil gently for two hours, during 
which time the water must be 
drained off and replaced by fresh 
boiling water at least three times. 
Let them cool slightly, slice thinly, 
remove all seeds, and weigh the 
fruit.
